Different 
opinions are held as to the manner 
in which the spawn 1s deposited, 
but thie difference may have been 
caused by the nature of the ground 
at different places of observation. 
Some fishermen claim that an ir- 
regular, rocky place is chosen, aud 
that the spawn is deposited on 
rough and jagged rocks. This may 
well apply to some parts of the 
lake bed. Others say that the que- 
ol-wee spawns like the trout, and 
chooses a riffle for the purpose. The 
fish digs a hole in the gravel by 
dashing at it with the head, and 
scooping the loosened particles with 
the tail. The loose gravel is pushed 
down stream so that the water may 
flow over it in a riffle and leave 
still water over the hole. In this 
prepared bed the spawn is depos- 
ited, a milky substance is thrown 
over it, and itis left to bring fortb 
the young in eighteen days or to 
serve as a rquare meal for a trout 
before that time. 

In the runs up tbe Truckee the 
que-oi-wee is accompanied by a 
choice kind of trout known to the 
Indians and fishermen as the tom- 
oi-awk,’’ an Indian name meaning 
spring, from the season-of the year 
during which they ruü. The que- 
oi-wee and ‘be trout go on the pre- 
cept of au éye for an eye and a 
tooth for a tootb,“ because while 
the latter is spawning the former 
lives well on trout eggs, and the 
compliment is returned when the 
que-vi-wee spawns. 

Before the white man came the 
Pi-Ute speared the que-oi-wee, or 
eaught it in a drop net, as the queer 
mouth of the fish prevents it irom 
dining on mimunows. This fish can- 
not be caught with bait f any 
kind. The spear used by the In- 
dians at that time is identical witn 
the one of to-day. It consists of u 
willow pole about fourteen feet 
long. At the business end are two 
slender pieces of the tough native 
grease wood. Bound to these are 
two other suarp pieces so arranged 
astoforma:touble barb. It is a 
wicked looking piece of apparatus 
and seldom fails to land the game it 
strikes. 

The drop net mentioned above is 
made of wild rice twiue, the fiber of 
which is very strong aul resembles 
flax. Tite plaut from which it is 
secured grows principally around

This fish is but little known to 
the whites, although in 1870 Mr. 
Bowers, one of our best known and 
most experienced fishermen, hauled 
them to Virgivia City and there 
found a ready market for them at 


ten cents per pound, The meat ts 


white and sweet and the fish will 
furnish enough grease to cook 
itself. The head alone will yield a 
half cupful of oil. It fell into dis- 
favor, partly on account of its un- 
galnly appearance and partly on 
account of ignorance in regard to 
cooking it. The best way to pre- 

re it is tu run the knife down the 

ck, then down the belly, aud 
skin like a catfish. Cut steaks 
from the sides and cook to suit. 
Many prefer them to trout, aud I 
opine that some of the disfavor is 
due to their plentifulluess, 

As I have every reason to believe 
you ihe dream of the que-oi-wee 
to-nigh 1 will give you some of the 
doings at the pow- wow, as a kiud 
of a side dish. 

THE FO W-WOwWò-. 

The pow- wow is a time-hongred 
celebrati ote erosity of the 
Great art 19 Thanks 
givitiz “Day; many of you 
may doubt this — you have 
never heard render thanks for 
anything. 

The paw:wow bas several good 
features ship ish should be self-reeom 
mending “to sthe Ternwent au- 
thorities and to those people who 
are interested in the welfare and 
prosperity of our Indians. During 
the odd Hours of the meeting the 
oldest and most fluent wen of the 
the tribe take turus in talking to 
the younger oves. They advise 
them to follow iu the footsteps of 
good white men, to handle the 
plow, to become farmers; to be 
truthiul, -bonest and, iudustrious 
and sober, They are warned 
against the evil effects of whiskey, 
and are teld in strong, practical 
language to avoid it. They are 
also instructed in the best ways 
and tolu the best time to hunt, 
prepare game and gather pine nuts. 
Young squaws nowadays prefer the 
man who fatms to the one who 
cuts a dash and does pot amount to 
much. In former days the laiter 
was chosen, now he is a dru: on 
the market. Does this not deuote 
some proyress? 

The pow-wow ia held whenever 
‘“thog-a-die” or food is most plenti- 
ful. The one we attended was heli 
because they had a sufficient quan- 
tity of que-oi-wiee meat to hold out 
for a mouth's jubilee, were it ueces- 
sary todo so, but as it is wound up 
at the end of five days there was 
no danger of starving. 

All the sisters, cousins, aunts, 
brothers and uncies huve an invita- 
tion which they generally accept if 
grub is scarce with them If the 
invited guests have plenty at 
home the invitation is Ueclined, as 
Jim has learned to think with ‘the 
pale face that variéty is tne spice of 
life. By 3 fo outact with 
civilization Jim bas acq ired a cor- 
rupted taste, which in regard to | 
edibles is strongly marked in the 
risiug generation, The young buck 
or equaw of from sixteen to twenty | 
turns aside with disgust from the 
beef that istaken froma steer or 
cow found dead in theslough, while 
their elders will make a grand feast 
on the flud. 

THE DANCE GROUND, 

Ona round, level spot iu à bend 
of the river we found ihe dance 
ground at 9 P. M. Tue smoke from 
numerous camp-fires curled sky- 
wards and was lost in the dense 
foliage overhead. The wagens, 
horses and campoodies were so ar- 
ranged on the boundaries of the 
ground as to preserve the circular 
form. The old squaws and backs 
were crouched over tne fires or busy 
with the cookiug;the young men 
were talking in groups or lounging 
in some spot of Mother Earth. Ail 
seemed to exercise gre t self-con- 
trol as they showed vo signs of the 
impatience they must bave fel’. 
We could not tell by word, look or 
gesture that our entrance to the cir- 
cie was noticed, although the reser- 
vation Indians are geuerally polite 
—for Indians, A change was 
wrought in the s@ene ty a dull 
sound from some druin-like in tru- 
ment. A score of young peope 
stepped up with aside movement
